a method for preparing a conductive polymer film by 
electropolymerising one or more precursor monomers in an • 
electrochemical cell containing an anode and a cathode, 
wherein the difference in potential between the two 
electrodes varies cyclically between a predetermined value 
A and a value B, which is progressively increased up to a 
threshold value at which the electropolymerisation is 
initiated (column 2, lines 1-13) • 

It follows that the subject matter of claim 1 differs from 
this known method in that the maximum potential of each 
scan is at least equal to a potential beyond which the 
curves that express the amount of electrograf ted precursor 
as a function of the number of scans are all superposed 
and are separate from said potential. 
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It follows that the subject matter of claim 1 is novel 
(PCT Article 33 (2) ) . 

The problem that the present invention is intended to 
solve can therefore be considered to be that of providing 
a method for quickly and reproducibly producing organic 
films of uniform thickness on a substrate, irrespective of 
the shape and topography thereof. 

The solution to this problem, as proposed in claim 1 of 
the present application, is considered to involve an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)), for the following 
reasons: 

In view of Dl and any other prior art document, it would 
not have been obvious for a person skilled in the art, 
seeking to solve the above problem, to adapt the method 
described in Dl in such a way as to arrive at the proposed 
solution. 

Claims 2-11 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore also 
fulfil, as such, the PCT requirements of novelty and 
inventive step. 

Claim 12 relates to the product resulting from the method 
of claim 1 and also fulfils said requirements. 

The same is true of independent claims 13-16, which relate 
to a specific use of this particular method. 
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
